of the town hall, In which the treasur- 
er's'oiTice. Is situated, bored a liola 
through a panel of the. door to the 
offjce 
Itself, slipped dm latch and 


entered. 'The safe was not forced, but 
wns opened by following tho combina- 
tion. Treasurer

thought Iho men liad merely listened 
to the tumblers and operated It them- 
selves.

CHILD LABOR LAWS 


Conplderablo surprise is foil over, the 


decision of tho supremo court of^tlte 
United Stales to tho effect that tho 
child labor law passed by congress In 
1310 has hccn declared unconstitutional 
and yet the logic of tho dpclelon is 
plain to everybody. 


Tho court holds that a tax ot 10 


per cont. on the profits of any business 
in which child labor is employed, is an 
unwarranted abuse of tho taxing power 
to prevent the employment of children 
in work or Industries llkqly to stunt 
their growth.

The purpose of Iho law IB good; hut 


this method of effecting tho object In 
view Is in open contravention of tho 
constitution. Chief Justice Taft, who 
delivered the opinion, said thai tho 
prohibitory and regulatory effect and 
purpose of tlio law arc palpable.
